WASHINGTON, D. c., May 28.—Secretary 
Gresham died this morning. The end came 
at 1:15 o’clock. His wife and daughter and 
the latter’s husband, Mr. Andrews, were at 
the bedside. The attending physician, short- 
ly before midnight, saw that the end was 
near, and at 12 o’clock, notified the family 
of the approach of death. All hope of his 
recovery was practically abandoned when 
his spell occurred shortly before 6 o’clock 
last evening. The .most powerful heart 
stimulants known to medical science, nitro- 
glycerine and digitalis, were injected pe- 
riodically, and an infusion of normal saline | 
solution was made through an opened vein 
in the arm. He recovered slightly, but ow- 
ing to severe rigors shortly before 11 o’clock 
he began to fail rapidly, and his vitality be- 
gan to ebb. 

Up to that time he had been conscious, 
and talked at intervals. His words were 
full ot bravery. He fully appreciated his

His Bod Is Made of Planks and His 
“Food Is the Coarsest Kind of 
Prison Fare.

LONDON, May 2.—Oscar Wilde, after 
he was sentenced on Saturday, was taken 
to Holloway jail in the northern part of 
London, where all his money and valua- 
bles were taken away from him by the 


Warden, he was stripped to the shirt, andjowed no communication with the outside 


prison meal—an allowance of thin porridge 
and a small brown loaf. He was taken to- 
day to Pentonville, hard by the Hotborne 
viaduct, a prison for the convicted crimi- 
nals. He was examined physically with 
great care, since upon the medical officers’ 
report will depend what labor he is to be 
set to. If he is passed as sound and fit for 
first-class hard labor, he will take his 
first month’s exercise on a tread wheel— 
six hours daily, making an ascent of 6,000 
feet; twenty minutes on continuously, then 
five minutes rest. 

The necessity for a close medical exami- 
nation is obvious before a man is sub- 
jected to this labor. Wilde will be subjected 
to auscultation and percursion and thor- 
oughly overhauled before a decision is 
made. f 

During the first month while on the 
wheel, if put there, Wilde will sleep on a 
plank bed, a bare board raised a few 
inches above the floor and supplied with 
sheets. Clean sheets are given to each pris- 
oner, two rugs and a coverlet, but no mat- 
ress. This will be his diet: Breakfast at 
7:30 a. m.—Cocoa and bread. Dinner at 
noon—Bacon and beans one day; soup 
another: cold Australian meat another, and 
brown flour suet puddings another, the 
last three repeated twice a week, potatoes 
with every dinner. 

After he has finished his spell on the 
wheel he will be put to ine industrial em- 
ployment—not play-writing, although it 
might be most profitable for the prison de- 
partment, but probably post bag making, 
tailoring, or merely picking oakum. He will 
exercise in ag open air daily for an hour, 
walking with the rest of his ward in Indian 
file, no talking permitted.

On the very day he was convicted 
Kohn Goodchild, years old, and said to 
have a good education, was sentenced to 
two years at hard labor for the identical 
crime. The Judge remarked that no coun- 
try can remain great while such persons 
are allowed to live free in it. He believed, 
indeed, that they should not be allowed to 
live at all. 

The Daily Chronicle prints this morning 
a letter nearly a column long from “A 
Mother,“ to which it editorially calls at- 
tention with extreme seriousness, and 
which, for the first time, gives utterance 
through the public press to frightful accus- 
ations which have been talked of for years 
in private here.

NEVER PAID HER FINE. 


Maude Lewis Had a Pull in the Four 
Courts Years Ago. 


As far back as 1882 Maude Lewis, slayer of 
ex-Senator Peter R. Morrissey, had suffi- 
cient influence in the criminal courts to 
escape the consequences of crime. For 
thirteen years Wm. A. Collins, who, on 
June 2, 1882, charged the woman with the 
theft of a dog and procured her conviction, 
has been trying to figure how the woman 
avoided paying her fine or toiling it out 
at the Work-house. 

Mr. Collins is now station agent for the 
Missouri .Pacific Railway at Benton. He 
told the story of Maude Lewis’ first crime 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. 

“The woman at that time was living at 


2208 South Spring street,’’ said Mr. Collins.

COTTON MILL IN Sf. LOUIS. 


But Little Prospect of One Being Built 
in the Near Future. 


L. L. Prince of the committee appointed 

by the business Men’s League to secure 
the location of a cotton. mill in this city 
says that no decided action toward locating 
a mill here will be taken before fall or win- 
ter. 
Discussing the matter with a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he said: “A prominent mill man 
in New England has promised to locate 
here, but the promise is conditional. Some 
time ago he entered into an agreement 
with North Carolina parties to locate his 
mill in that Stata they agreeing to put in 
$300,000 against his $200,000. They have not 
raised their part of the money. In the 
event of their ultimate failure he will come 
to St. Louls and in connection with local 
capital start a $1,000,000 mill. We have also 
been negotiating with a Chester, Pa., miller, 
who looks favorably upon a proposition 
to come West.” 

The Manufacturers’ Committee of the 
Business Men's League, together with the 
Cotton Mill Committee, have been inspéct- 
ing several sites for a mill. They are doing 
so with a view to offering inducements to 
the Chester concern. t week they 
looked at a plat of ground just north of East 
Grand avenue, near the Water Tower, be- 
longing to the Burlington Route and on the 
line of that and the Missouri, Kansas & 
Texas roads, and accessible to the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal awitches. It was offered 
either for sale or lease. ° 

The old Meier Cotton Mill property at 
Eleventh and Soulard streets was a ex- 
amined, but considered too far away from 
either the river or the railroads. A prop- 
osition has been made to the committee by 
a party owning a large tract just south of 
Carondelet to donate 30 acres for a mill. 
This site is on the line of the Iron Mountain 
and is accesgible to the river. The com- 
mittee has had other offers of property. The 
willingness to make these donations is due 
to the fact that the employes of a cotton 
mill are clannish. Whole families find work 
in the mills and always reside in the imme- 
diate vicinity. Henee the location of a 
mill means the enhancement in value of 
surrounding building property. 

The recent ad in raw cotton of 1 
cents to 2 cents per und has stimulat 
business greatly. Usually such an advance, 
coming late in the season would be of no 
benefit to the producers, but from r. 
Prince and others it is learned that fully 
50,000 bales were held in St. Louis for South-

Sad Fate of Col. William Edgar, 3 
Brave Union Soldier. 


Col. William Edgar, Who died at the City 
Hospital Monday night of alcoholism, had 
one of the most brilliant war records of any 
man who fought on the Federal side. 

He entered Dr. 8. B. Houts’ regiment of 


18th Missouri Infantry Volunteers in 1962 as 
a private, near Chevala, Tenn., having gone 
there a poor country lad from Columbia, 
III. His deeds of bravery made him con- 
spicuous among his comrades. He was rap- 
idly promoted and left the army at the close 
of the war a Lieutenant Colonel. 

Dr. Houts speaks of him in the highest 
terms of praise, saying that he could do 
better commanding and fighting and with 
less men than any soldier he ever met. 
During Sherman’s march to the sea Col, 
Edgar was detailed mostly to scout duty, 
and during that 23 attacked and fought 
with success Gen. heeler’s army of 5, 
men with his own 300, without knowing the 
overwhelming odds against him. 

At the close of the war he came to St. 
Louis, but soon became dissipated in his 
habits, and failed to get along. 

Military tactics were his natural gift, 
and if he had remained in, the army he 
would doubtless have achieved great dis- 
tinction.

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THE FREE COINAGE OF SILK PAPER. 


Mr. Carlisle is at some pains to give 
the people of the West and South his 
„personal views“ on silver. His personal 
views are entirely immaterial. He is no 
longer significant personally. Back of 
him is the strong combination of 
capitalists determined that cash, coined 
by the Government and representing 
the sovereignty of the people, shall 
be displaced from circulation by 
corporation paper representing debt— 


“the debt of corporatiOns—a debt they 


propose to have indorsed by the people 
so that it can be loaned to the people at 
interest as if it were cash. 

What Mr. Carlisle stands for now is 
the free coinage of as much silk paper 
as the corporations interested wish to 
print. 

If Mr. Carlisle’s friends say that he is 
not an inflationist in this, let them get 
down to what economists agree on as 
radical facts. If the entire money sup- 


ply of a desert island consists of $1,000 and 


then $3,000ein notes are put in circulation 
against it, the money supply has been 
watered by debt paper. There is still 
only $1,000 actually in circulation, but 
there is also in circulation paper repre- 
senting $3,000 less than nothing—that is, 
representing that much of the debt of 
the business community, a debt which is 
liable to come due at any moment and 
produce panic whenever it does. 

This is the system for which Mr. Car- 
lisle stands. He seeks to give corpora- 
tions the power of watering the currency 
with their private debts printed on silk 
paper and loaned at interest to the people. 
This is what he means in American 
politics now. What he thinks person- 
ally makes no difference whatever.

GRESHAM. 


Secretary Gresham died the victim of 
overwork. Any one who has seen him 
during recent years must have known 
that his health was far from robust. He 
seems to have been the only one who 
failed to be impressed by this fact, and 
he imposed tasks upon himself that only 
the strongest could have performed with- 
out physical collapse. 

Probably no Secretary of State since 
the foundation of the Government has 
been confronted with so many difficult, 
exasperating and urgent foreign disputes, 
On entering office he found the Hawalian 
question, with all its possibilities of par- 
tisan rancor, demanding immediate at- 
tention. The policy adopted on his ad- 
vice was wise, patriotic and just, but 
the jingoes, who have become blatant 
since the Government secured “a strong 
navy.“ pursued him to his dying bed on 
account of it. The Behring Sea dispute 
with Great Britain, the Samoan trouble 
with Great Britain and Germany, the 
Allianca incident with Spain, and vari- 
ous others, have kept the State Depart, 
ment on a strain during Secretary 
Gresham's entire term of office. A hard 
and conscientious worker, he simply 
broke down under it. Another name is 
given to his mortal sickness, but it was 
a weakened constitution and exhausted 
physical powers that opened the avenue 
for pleurisy's fatal inroads. 

Secretary Gresham was an able and 
high-minded man and a faithful friend of 
the people. But his appointment was one 
of the serious blunders of Mr. Cleveland's 
Administration. Mr. Cleveland's idea in 
appointing him was that it would bring 
over permanently to the Democrats those 
liberal Republicans whose views agreed 
with Gresham's. Instead of doing so, 
it drove them:back into the Republican 
ranks and discredited the revolt against 
McKinleyism and other Republican 
abuses. It also angered stalwart Demo-

-As the appropriations 
made at the regular session verged very 
close upon the estimate of income, some 
provision will have to be made to re- 
imburse the State Treasury for this out- 
lay. How shall it be made? 

All the legislation asked for by the 
Governor in the call for the extra session 
could easily have been enacted in a 
week. The reason why it was not 
promptly enacted was that the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad maintained at Jefferson 
City an arrogant and deflant lobby, 
which hefa up the Legislature and ob- 
structed the public business. 

This being so, who should pay the cost 
of the unnecessary prolongation of the 
extra session—the taxpayers, who had no 
part in it, or the interests Which were 
directly and ostentatiously responsible 
for it? Why should the people be called 
upon to meet this unnecessarily heayy 
burden, while the railroads are relieved 
from their just share of taxation, their 
deficiency being made up by a 4dispro- 
portionately heavy tax on farm lands? 

In 1894 the railroads of Missouri were 
assessed at 366,865, 411, or about $10,755 
per mile. The average cost of construc- 
tion of the leading lines, according to 
their own reports and estimates, was 
$64,050 a mile, or six times the amount 
at which they were appraised by the 
State Board of Equalization. The ag- 
gregate amount of the stocks and bonds 
of the Missouri Pacific, the Wabash, the 
Kansas City, Ft. Scott & Memphis, the 
Hannibal & St. Joseph, and thé St. Louis 
& San Francisco railroads alone is equal 
to $72,476 a mile, and if that sum should 
be taken as the real value of these roads, 
then the assessment made by the State 
Board is only 20 per cent of the amount 
which the roads estimate themselves to 
be worth. The net earnings of these 
roads, as reported to the Board of Rail- 
road Commissioners, averaged $1,680 per 
mile in 1893, or 11 per cent of their as- 
sessed valuation. 

These being the facts regarding the 
taxation of railroad property in Mis- 
souri, why should not the State Board of 
Equalization increase the assessment of 
the railroads to something near the as- 
sessment of other property in the State? 
An extraordinary expenditure of $65,000 
has been imposed upon the people of this 
State by the railroad lobby. The rail- 
roads should be compelled in all fairness 
and justice to meet it. 

The Post-Dispatch invites the attention 
of the State Board of Equalization to 
these indisputable facts and proposes to 
keep the electric light turned on them 
until something is done to relieve the 
people and place upon the railroads 
that proportion of the burdens of gov- 
ernment required of them by the State 
Constitution.

TEST CASE IN THE COURTS. 


Attorney Solomon Confident of Win- 
ning the Case of Kathleen A. Riley 
and, Incidentally of the People. 


Street car patrons will be able to ride sit- 
ting down, whatever the time of day, if 


Judge James E. Withrow comes up to ex- 


pectations in passing upon a pending mo- 
tion in the $50,000 damage suit of Kathleen 
A. Riley against the Union Depot Railroad 
Co. 

Arguments against the motion have been 
filed by Attorney Samuel H. Solomon and 
contain much comfort for the army of men 
and women who have grown used to hang- 
jng to straps, leaning against fellow-pas- 
sengers and resorting to other devices to 
preserve’ their equilibrium because unable 
to find seats. 

Mr. Solomon's petition in the damage 
case evidently alarmed the street railroad 
corporation, for the first step of Attorney 
Robert for the railroad company was to file 
a motion to strike out those parts of the 
petition alleging the injuries sustained by 
the plaintiff to have been the result of neg- 
lect of the company in taking on more pas- 
sengers than it could provide seats for. The 
plaintiff? was returning to her home on 
Chouteau avenue from her Olive street es- 
tablishment, where she was making a neat 
sum by teaching dresscutting. 

Boarding the car at Sixth and Olive, she 
found all the seats occupied and lean 
against the back of the car for support. 
At the Twelfth street bridge a passenger 
was carried past his destination and the 
car was stopped so suddenly she was hurled 
forward, dislocating her wrist. Since that 
time she has not earned a cent, according 
to her lawyer. 

Attorney Robert contends that it does not 
make any difference whether the plaintiff 
was able to secure a seat or not. 

In support of the plaintiff's position At- 
torney lomon, in his written argument, 
proceeds somewhat in this way: 

“A corporation, public, municipal or pri- 
vate, is that invisible, intangible and arti- 
ficial person created by the law and made 
sui juris.

A. D. 1803, Mr. Erskine stated it to have 
been laid down by Lord Kenyon ‘that if the 
owners of coaches take up more passengers 
than are allowed by the act of Parliament, 
that should be deemed such an overloading 
that in case of an injury the excess above 


the number should be deemed conclusive 


evidence of negligence.’ 

“Mr. Redfield, the learned and reliable 
author on railways and carriers, says: ‘We 
are aware that it is the practice in America 
in almost all modes of passenger trangporta- 
tion to crowd the carriages and boats to 
the point of suffocation almost, if passen- 
gers offer. But that is never attempted 
nor allowed in England or upon the Conti- 
nent. No man in Europe would ever be 
allowed to take passage in a railway car- 
riage without having a seat. Even in omni- 
buses no one can enter after the seats are 
filled. We think at least that if railroads 
took this ground, upon the score of safety 
merely, they would not fail to be sustained 
by the courts,’ ”’ 

Mr. Solomon’s argument comprises some- 
thing over 100 pages of closely written man- 
uscript. The points mentioned are some of 
the more salient features of it. The case 
is attracting widespread attention on ac- 
count of the principle it involves, not only 
from street car patrons but also from street 
railroad companies all over the United 
States. 

This will be a fight to a finish,“ sald Mr. 
Solomon to a Post-Dispatch reporter. We 
shall reject any offer of compromise short 
of the sum claimed. I think that my client 
will win, and it is not beyond possibility 
that the effect of the trial will work a rev- 
olution in street railway service.“

Archbishop Kain Proposes to Bell 
the Small Catholic Cemeteries. 


ONE OF THEMIS ABANDONED. 
The Matter Was Broached at the An- 


nual Dinner of the Calvary Ceme- 
tery Board. 


At a quiet luncheon in the old Clay man- 
sion, at Calvary Cemetery, last Saturday 
afternoon, Archbishop Kain and the mem- 
bers of the Cemetery Board discussed grave- 
yards and other subjects. They had made 
the annual tour of the home of the dead 
and observed the condition of things, so 
that in their table talk they reverted to the 


events of the day. 
A report, clothed with an air of authori- 


ty, got abroad that Archbishop Kain said 
he wished to remove the bodies, bones and 
ashes to Calvary from the small Catholic 
cemeteries, then sell the abandoned proper- 
ties, and apply the proceeds to the fund for 
— 2 Cathedral on which he has set his 


ear 

The small cemeteries referred to are Rock 
Springs, now deserted and neglected, Holy 

nity, which is filled, and SS. Peter and 
Paul's. This story is denied by several 
gentlemen who were punt. but they ad- 
mit that the sale of cemeteries and the 
new Cathedral were discussed, 

r. H Spaunhorst, when asked about 
the Archbishop's alleged statement, said: 

“Archbishop Kain visited the cemetery 
with the board of directors, and when we 
completed our tour we went te the Cla 
mansion in the new 240 acre cemetery tract, 
bought from Archbishop Kenrick, for $120,000 
In the conversation at lunch some one re- 
ferred to the Archbishop’s desire for a new 
Cathedral, and the remark was made that 
in the deed for the Clay farm was a pro- 
vision that the profits from the sale of lots 
for burials should go to the fund for a new 
Cathedral. It was said ae Ken- 
rick put this in the deed. The question was 
in doubt, and Archbishop Kain smiled pleas- 
antly at the suggestion. The matter will be 
looked into. 

“The board was paid $70,000 for the Clay 
farm and owes about $50,000. The proceeds 
from the sale of lots in the original cemetery 
Above a certain sum set aside for main- 
tenance and repair go to the support of the 


orphans.”’ 
Mr. John Finn, who was at the luncheon, 
d: 


— : 

J heard no reference to the new Cathe- 
dral. -Archbishop Kain asked where the 
other Catholic cemeteries are located and 
where they had been years ago. We told 
him. He was infarmed of the condition of 
Rock Springs Cemetery, located several 
hundr ards west of the Manchester road, 
on the Clayton road. It contains about six 
acres, as part of it has been cut off for a 
street. It is abandoned for cemetery pur- 
poses, and is not cared for, although there 
are many bodies in it yet. When the Arch- 
bishop learned this he suggested that it 
might be well to remove the bodies to Cal- 
vary, and perhaps to dispose of Rock 
Springs Cemetery. It was not a regular 
meeting of the board, and his suggestion 
was taken as such. The title to all the 
cemeteries is vestéd in Archbishop Ken- 
rick, and at his death will pass to Arch- 
bishop Kain. The Archbishop has power 
to sell any cemetery and to use the money 
as he sees fit. When the cemeteries on 
Franklin avenue, on Fourth street, on Park 
avenue and elsewhere were condemned by 
the city years ago, and sold by Archbishop 
Kenrick, he employed the proceeds to pay 
off part of the debt of many churches. 
„The proceeds of the sale of lots in every 
part of Calvary Cemetery, will be devoted 
to the support of the orphans. There is no 
provision that any of it shall be used for a 
Cathedral.”’ 

“As Archbishop Kenrick used the money 
from the sale of cemeteries to pay church 
debts, so Archbishop Kain may employ 
funds obtained from the same source, in 
more prosperous times for a Cathedral.“ 


CALIFORNIA’S TOBACCO. 


The Industry Said to Be Meeting a 


Wave of Prosperity. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., May 28.—The to- 
bacco growing industry in this State is 
about to undergo a wave of prosperity, ac- 
cording to J. D. Culp, a prominent to- 
bacco grower of Santa Clara Valley. He 
claims that California is bound to become 
one of the best tobacco producing States in 
the Union. Recently he brougift the matter 
to the attention of the Committee on New 
Industries of the Manufacturers and Pro- 
ducers’ Association. Messrs. Esberg, Plage- 
man, Lewis and Sultan have been appointed 
a committee to interview local manufac- 
turers. and ascertain what can be done to 
develop the industry. Mr, Culp says he is 
already. making big shipments of leaf to- 
bacco to Eastern manufacturers. Some 
years ago an English syndicate offered him 
$200,000 for his plant and his method of 


curing the leaf. 

In eaking of his experience in raising 
tobacco on California land, Mr. Culp said: 
“While I consider that it would be folly 
to attempt to raise cigar tobacco on some 
of the lands of this State, I am convinced 
that California can become fimst among the 
tobacco producing States. A conservative 
estimate as to the amount of tobacco grown 
in this State per acre is 1,000 pounds; a rea- 
sonable price for it is 25 cents per pound and 
a liberal price for handling, growing and 
shipping would be $100 per acre, leaving a 
balance in favor of the grower of $150 per 


acre.“
